The most weighty arguments 
against the proposed bill came from 
Mr. FP. gent, the Commis- 
sioner-General of Immigration, who 
was supported all through his 
contentions by Mr. Richard K. 
Campbell, the law officer of the 
Bureau of Immigration. Mr, Sar- 
gent, who has held his post for four 
years, pointed out at the beginnin, 
that, in three successive annual 
reports, he had clearly 
the need for amendment 
present law, in the interests alike 
of the Chinese and of the American 
government. The chief weakness 
was in connection with the issuing 
of certificates of exemption under 
Section 6 of the Act of 1884, Mr, 
Sargent stated that. he found a 
large number of Chinese were ap- 
plying for admission to the States 
under that certificate, claiming to 
be merchants, students, or travellers 
for curiosity or pleasure ; and “ib 
would be quickly detected that the 
certificate was in the hands of some 
person who was not the person 
represented upon the cortificate, 
and the necessity of the denial of 
admission to that man and of 
returning him to China was forced 
upon us, and there was a lar, 
number of those cases constantly 
arising.” Such a condition of affairs 
for which the consular clerks in 
China’ were] held. responsible b; 
Mr. Sargent, was certain, he said, 
to lead to eventual trouble, and as 
a remedy he had recommended the 
establishment in China of duly 
authorised officers of the Treasury 
Department—of the Bureau of 
Immigration—for the purpose of 
investigating on the spot the trath 
of the declaration of those Chinese 
desiring admission certificates. 
Theoretically this close investiga 
tion should be made by the 
consular officers ab present grant- 
ing certificates and since the Presi 
dent’s order directing spatial vigil- 
ance on their part very few section 6 
certificates had been actually issued, 
with the result that the previous 
frietion had been in great measure 
abated. Mr. Sargent complained that 
there bad been many American

On the other hand he 
insisted with some vehemence that 
even in its present state the immi- 
gration ‘law allows Chinese aliens 
certain privileges, in the way 
of appeal from the action of 
the officials that it does nob to 
any other olass of alien. The 
coolie “has not a dollar, not a 
penny-when he comes here, but by 
some means or other they all have 
money enough to get attorneys and 
to get their cases up into the 
Supreme Court. No other alien 
who comes to the United States has 
those opportunities or those privi- 
leges. Neither do they have the 
means whereby they oan get into 
he courte in that way.”

ON THE TRADE OF 
SHANGHAL IN 1905.

THE most significant feature in 
the export trade, which, conversely 
to the imports, showed a decrense 
of twenty-two millions taels or 17 
per cent, is to be found in the de- 
cline in the export of raw cotton 
by @ tolsl of 485,000 piculs, of 
which 279,000 piculs represent re 
exports and the remainder 
exports, ‘I'he local crop was, saya 
Mr. Wobson, probably as large as in 
1904, although the floods of Sept>m- 
ber did considerable damage and 
brought about a lessening of pro- 
duction and a deterioration of| 
quality from what would have 
been the case otherwise. “The 
decreased export is due to high 
exchange, more cautious buying on 
the part of exporters, aud efforts on 
the part of producers to maintain 
prices, the stocks remaining on hand 
‘ab the end of the year being much 
larger than at the beginning. The 
abuormal prices of 1904 have not 
been maintained, the general trend 
having been to lower and steadier 
values.” Later, Mr, Hobson re- 
marks that, while there has 
been a falling off in the original 
shipments coastwise of Shangh: 
made sheetings and drills, “from « 
moneymmeking point of view, 1905 
is said to have been the most 
satisfactory year since the cotton

fully to exercise anew her sovereign 
tights in Manchuria, rights be it 
remembered that she would prob-

A CENTENARY 
MISSIONARY 
CONFERENCE. 


ISth June, 
Ir may nob be generally known 
that the close of the first hundred 
years of Protestant missionary work 
in China will be celebrated next 
year. Whatever our views of the 
nary propaganda the com- 
pletion of such a long period of 
service in the highest interest of 
the Chinese is an event worthy of, 
more than o jing thought, 
There are many critics of missions 
and missionaries, but we believe 
that the severest of them will admit 
that it is a great achievement to 
have kept up such a long line of 
unbroken testimony for Christian 








h} truth, and to have persevered 


without one halting step, or one 
indication of retreat, in the face of 
the disappointments and opposition 
that have been met with by 
missionaries in China, The very 
names of the first apostles of this 
greab movement are probably un- 
known to the majority of our 





ed by broken bridges and by lon, 
stretches of torn up metals, with 
the great trading centres. only 
openednominally within the last few 
months to internationnl trade, Mr. 
Wrightson and his colleagues sre 
not unjustified, having observed all 
this, in counselling a policy of watch- 
ful patieuce. They have performed 
fa very valuable service to the com- 
munity here and to British and 
foreign traders in general and 
ib would be fitting if the 
China Association, which con- 
veniently holding a meeting 
almost immediatly, should place 
on record its appreciation of their 
ublic-spirited enterprise. They 
jave indicated lines nlong which 
British interests can be safeguarded 
and these can be followed up in no 
spirit of political hostility to Japas, 














readers, and the rank and file of| 
the army that now marches in their 
footsteps are little thought of; yet 
the nim they have bad before them, 
and the measure in which they 
have accomplished 1t, should appeal 
to our imugination, We are bound 
to recognise the philanthropy of 
the missionary movement. For the 
good of China alone, and ab great 
cost to the Churches’ whose repre- 
sentatives they are, the missionaries 
have planted their schools and 
colleges, wbeir hospitals and dis- 
pensaries, their orphanages and 
refuges, throughout the provinces. 
They have preached and taught 
and scattered literature with an 
amazing prodigality, and it should 
nob be wondered at, any more than 
it can be denied, that Christianity 
has made a deep impression on the 
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thought and life of the Chinese, 
The Chinese Christian Church 
isa fact, and without question ip 
will be a factor of tho first 
importance in the re-shaping of 
China which is now taking place, 
The centenaty celebration is to 
take the form of a Conference 
which will meet in Shanghai about 
the 25th of April next year. From 
the current number ot the “Chinese 
Recorder” we note that an outline 
of the programme is already pub- 
lished, The subjects to be brought 
before the Conference are:—The 





Chinese Church, The Chinese 
Ministry, Evangelistic Work, Edu- 
cation, Womai Work, Medical 





Work, Christian Literature, the 
Holy Scriptures, Comity and Feder- 
ation, the Missionary and Public 
Questions, and Ancestral Worship, 
There is little novelty in these 
subjects, but in the sixteen years 
which have elapsed since they were 
discussed at the Conference of 1890 
momentous changes have taken 
place. ‘The China of today in 
different from the China of 1890, 
and each department of missionary 
work needs to be carefully reviewed 
in the light of the new conditions, 
‘The development of the Chinese 
Church in self-government and self- 
support has brought a new set of 
problems to the front. There are 
fresh poasibitities before the evan- 
gelist, and it is well that he should 
reconsider his methods and sce 
how best he can take advantage of 
his enlarged opportunities, ‘The 
education question alone is one 
that might well occupy the whole 
time of the Conference. What 
relation are the mission schools and 
colleges to hold to the echools and 
colleges which the Goverament is 
now establishing throughout the 
country? Will the Chinese Govern- 
ment grant equal rights and liberty 
to Christian students and gradu- 
ates? Closely related to the s hool 
qu:sti®n is that of literature, The 
Chinese classics have been de- 
throned, but what is to take their 














place? School-books are 

enough for the .school, but they 
are nob literature, and they 
will not supply the seeds 








of thoughtful readers nor shed 
much light on the problems of 
government and national develop- 
ment. The danger of former yeais 
was the immobility of Chinese 
thought; the danger of to-day is 
its superficiality. There isa mighty 
power beginning to be f.lt in the 
native Press, but whether it works 
for good or evil depends, afver all, 
‘on the ideas that possess those who 
wield the pen, 

The subject of Comity and 
Federation is sure to excite keen 
discussion. But it is not too much 
to hope that a way will be found to 
link up the forces which are now 





too scattered to be as effective as 
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they might be. We believe that n 
large measure of practical co opera- 
tion has ulready taken place, and 
one or two successful experiments 
are the best arguments. As far as we 
can learn, the obstacles to Federa- 
tion are not serious. Much will 
depend on the way in which the 
subject is brought forward and 
discussed, but the ground has been 
in a measure prepared by  con- 
ferences at Peitaiho, Peking, and 
elsewhere, We are glad to notice 
that the Committee which has 
drawn up the progran me has found 
a place for the question of An- 
cestral Worship—a qi 
serving fresh and carefal 
ation, There may be nothing in it 
detrimental either to the Christian 
idea of worship or to the best life 
of the Church. On the other hand, 
it is conceivuble that it may be- 
come the stronghold of Chinese 
non-Christian ard anti-Christian 
thought. What is wanted 
thorough investigation of the sub- 
ject from both points of view, and 
it is to be hoped that no narrow 
prejudice wjll stand in the way of 
@ frank discussion. 














If the programme presents no 
particularly “new features, the 
method in which the subjects are 
to be brought before the Con- 
ference marks a new departure. 
There are, we observe, a series of 
programme committees. That is 
to say, a committee is responsible 
for ench of the sul jects on the 
Programme, so that whatever con. 
clusions are reached or recom- 
mendations made will be the con- 
clusior id recommendations, not 
of one person but vfa representative 
commitiee. Papers are to be pre- 
pared with a little more elabora- 
tion than is often the case, but these 
are not to be read at the Con- 
ference, and thus what has hitherto 
been a wearisome feature in gather- 
ings of this kind will be entirely 
absent, The committees’ object is 
to afford time for ample discussion, 
The Conference will, however, be 
more than a discussion of topics 
from the purely missionary point 
of view. Arrangements are being 
made for a series of meetings in 
the Town Hall. These will be open 
to the public, and well-known 
speakers from Europe and America 
are expected to take part. The first 
evening is to be occupied by Dr. 
Arthur H. Smith, who will give a 
lecture on a Century of i 
China, Devotional services and 
sermons are, we understand, also a 
part of the programme. 
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The number of Protestant mis- 
sionaries (including missionaries 
wives) in China at the present time 
is over 3,000. It would be mani: 
festly impossible to provide accom- 
modation of any kind for such n 
arge number of visitors as would 
ome if the Conference. were open 








to the whole missionary body. It 
has therefore been decided that the 
attendance is to be limited to de- 
legates—each mission sending one 
representative for every ten of its 
members. In addition, all mission- 
aries who have been twenty-five 
years in China are ex-officio 
members, 

‘This is scarcely the time for a 
retrospect of the hundred years, 
but we venture to think that the 
coming generations of Chinese will 
look back upon 1807, the year in 
which Robert Morrison landed in 
China, as a new starting point in 
the history of their country. Com- 
mencing his studies in » golown, 
and denied the right of residence in

succeeded in beginning a work 
whose proportions now far exceed 
the expectations of those who were 
the most sanguine of its promoters.

in coming. 

Nevertheless there is « ferment in 
th political ideas of China. As here- 
tofore, riots may be expected to appear 
here and there, especially under pro- 
vocation. Thoro is less hesitation to 
take « foreigner’s life. Beyond the 
































usual antipathy to foreigners, thore has 
grown up a party of progressives, who 
seek to rostrict of annul the power and 


privileges of foreigners acquired under 
the troatios, and whose patriotic de- 
mands and appeals may easily arouse

thus loading to riots, ‘There is, more- 
over, a rovolutionary party, consisting 
of diverse elements, which would be 
only too glad to embroil China with 
foreign Powors.

CHINA AND 
INSANITY.

THE statement of a London 
physician in open Court, which we 
published in cur iseue of the 12th 
ins’ant, that “ the climate of China 
eften affected a person m ntal’y” 
is too remarkable to be passed over 
witout comment. We do not 
know tbe grounds upon which the 
learned doctor bases this statement, 
nor do we know the extent of 
his exp rience of the climate of 
China, nor in that of the mental 
state of foreign residents in Chins 
generally, For ourselves we cxn 
only sny that, 1f we except anicides 
due to drink, we are convinced that 
no saver coll: ction of reop'e « f the 
same number, than the bdy of 
foreign isidents in the Cl. n.se 
empire, can be found iv any part of 
the world. ‘The sunny climate, 
together with the open-air life lei 
gerernlly in th» sub-tropical region 
fill-d by the “eigh*een_ provinces,” 
conduce to activity of mind and 
body, and it iv @ common semurk 
in Europe, how young for their age 
returned China residents appear in 
comp rion with their home con- 
temperaries, For a monument of 
the wok dune by the foreign com- 
munities in the ports of Chinn, we 
have only to look around us, And 
this strenuous work (to use a 
current gag) dors not testify to 
“ment! affection.” As to the 
permanent inhabitants of the coun- 
ury itself, no suner bedy of men 
exists anywhere, wud us it is an 
undisputed fact that the old in. 
habitants of a coun'ry are the 
product of its soil and climate,—i » 
“ Fengabui” as the Chinese well en- 
title it—this distinguishing ean y 
and generally equable temperament 
of the Chinese people, bear test 
mony to the high virtue of the air 
of this temperate region; the salu- 
Drivus climate was, as we know, a 
ton in the days of 
the ancients; Pliny speaks of its

temprratcly as he would at home,
